Continued favorable weather con- 


ditions will likely see considerable 
work done on the highways within 
Consolidated Road District itu i, 
both on the lateral roads within 
the district and also on National 
Hlehway No. 75. Many persons in- 
terested in the road have express- 
ed impatience with the progress of 
'he work on 
Highway 
No. 75 


through Navarro county, north and 
south, and point to other sections 
of the highway in Texas where 
bonds were voted after Consolidat- 
ed Road District No. 1 voted . the 
$2,690,000 bonds In June, 1927, and 
constructon has already started. 


Considerable delay on the actual 


building of this road hinged upon 
the designation of the highway 
through the county. 
Work 
has 


been in progress on detail work 
since the State highway depart- 
ment and the federal department 
officially designated the road east 
of the Houston & Texas Central 
railroad dump. It is also expected 
that the work on the road will be 
speeded up with the voting of the 
bonds for the gap through Ellis 
county a few weeks ago and it has 
been hinted that an additional en- 
gineering crew is due to be put to 
work in the surveying of the route 


whether any work will be done in 
pouring concrete before 1929 on this 
sector.

Enihouso Lateral Soon. 


The commissioners' court has or- 


dered the county engineers', 
Mc- 


Clendon & Purnell. to prepare plans 
and specifications on the Einhouse 
lateral road, extending from 
the 


end of the pavement oft North Bea- 
ton street to the Ellis county line 
via Emhouse. This road will be IS 
feet wide four miles from town to 
the vicinity of the Corsicana Coun- 
try club, and then plans and speci- 
fications have been ordered drawn 
for a 16 foot and also for a 9 foot 
slab for the remainder of the dis- 
tance 
to the county line.

in close touch with the situation 
have hopes that in the event bids 
are received on the 16 foot slab 
and the countv lacks only a small

The commissioners' court has al-

It is understood 
that the contract for the dirt and 
drainage structures will be award- 
ed in the near future. 
Engineers 


are busy laying out the route north 
from Richland and from present 
indications, that portion of 
the 


highway from Corsicana north to 
the Ellis countv line will be 
the 
last section to be built. 
Both on 


the north and south sides of the 
county it will be necessary for the 
dumps through the creek bottoms 
to set a considerable time, probably

street. A huge overhead bridge is 
contemplated alongside of the pres- 
ent H. & T. C. R. R. dump to span 
the T. & B. V. track much like the 
railroad crossing. A huge bridge 
will also be constructed but details 
of the plan have not been fully de-

termined. 


Tup Road to Be Built. 


.The petition for the bond issue 


called for the road to enter Corsi- 
cana via the Lvman Davis corner 
on North Beaton street, thence to 
the present .pavement. The 
Em- 


house lateral will begin at the end 
-, of the pavement on North Beaton 


1 ijrV street and a tan road, 18 feet wide, 


will tap the 18 foot road at Lyman 
Davis corner, from the main high- 
way No. 75, which will be slightly 
more than a mile to the east at 
that point under present plans. On 
the south of town, an 18 foot tap 
is.to be constructed from the pave- 
ment at the intersection of South 
Fifteenth street and West Thir- 
teenth avenue, which will join the 
main highway several miles to the 
south. In this manner, any person 
who desires to drive through the 
city can do so over an 18 foot slab, 
or can continue straight through.

Palestine. Corsicana, 


Waxahachie and Fort Worth. The 
road from Palestine to Wildcat 
Ferry is hard-surfaced and graveled 
practically the entire distance and 
the boundarv line of Consolidated 
Road District No. 1 goes within 
about 10 miles of Wildcat Ferry. 
Due to the large appropriation pro- 
vided for in the bond issue for the 
road to go through the oil field in 
view of the fact that the oil inter- 
ests were due extra consideration 
on account of the large amount of 
taxes paid by the companies oper- 
ating in the field, it would be pos- 
sible to construct an 18 foot road 
almost If not to the end of the dis- 
trict and those in charge of

Some 
are of the opinion that in view of 
proposed legislation before the next 
legislature to have the state take 
over all state roads and refund 
money spent by counties tu relieve 
the lands from taxation for the 
roads, on the principle expounded 
recently by Clarence Ousley uf the 
East Texas chamber of commerce 
highway and forestry division, and

Crossing Is Question. 


Another thine which has held the

Should the road be a state road, 
either a.n underground or overhead 
crossing would have to be provided 
at an expense of probably $100,000.

MAINE WOMAN WAS 


HEARD IN SPEECH 


AGAINST AL SMITH 


Censuring the methods alleged .to 
have been used by party leaders 
in gaining control of affairs and 
In securing the nomination of Gov- 
ernor Alfred R Smith for the presi- 
dency, Mrs. W. R. Pattangall. for- 
mer 
national 
committeewoman 


from Maine,, addressed a meeting 
of tho anti-Smith organization of 
Navarro county In the Navarro 
Hotel banquet hall Tuesday after- 
noon. 
Dr. F. P. Culver, pastor of the 
First Methodist church, presided at i 
the meeting in the absence of Mrs I 
W. H. Jack, who had been named 
to occupy the chair. He introduc- 
ed her as a former democratic 
committeewoman and wife of a. 
democratic judee. 
Expressing her appreciation of 


the opportunity of visiting Texas, 
the speaker of the afternoon 
im- 


mediately launched into her cam-1 
paign address. Stating that she had 
served faithfully on the national 
committee as faithfully 
as she 
knew how"for nine years, she de- 
clared a different situation was 
facing the nation today. She de- 
clared that Maine had expressed 
Its opinion of the candidacy of 
Smith in the September"elections 
which the Republicans carried; and 
the Democrats lost a large number 
of votes, and she said that she was 
taking the stump against the can- 
didate to satisfy the demands of 
her own conscience. 
She detailed the workings of the 
state convention in Maine in which 
the proponents of Smith succeeded 
in securing the unit voting sys- 
tem and had the delegation instruct- 
ed for Smith, although they were 
opposed by the "true" democrats of 
the state.
